LUCKY TO BE ALIVE 

Pair's miraculous escape after 50ft 
tree crashes to the ground at pub 


THE HARLOW MILL

DRINKERS watched in horror 
as a 50ft-tall tree fell on to a pic¬ 
nic area outside a Harlow pub, 
injuring two men. 

Emergency services were called to 
the Harlow Mill pub and restaurant 
shortly before 5pm on Tuesday after the 
willow crashed to the ground. 

Initial reports suggested two men 
were trapped underneath and firefight¬ 
ers were sent to the pub in Cambridge 
Road with heavy duty cutting equip¬ 
ment to free them. 

David Poole, who was in the pub’s 
beer garden at the time, said: “The tree 
was upright and good, then all of a sud¬ 
den we heard a crack. It was like slow 
motion as it went over.

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Scientist and teacher 


A FORMER scientist who pio¬ 
neered the development of fibre 
optics while working in Harlow 
during the 1960s has been 
knighted in the Queen’s 
Birthday Honours. 

Charles Kao was a research n 
engineer at Standard Telecomm¬ 
unication Laboratories - now 
part of Nortel Networks - in 
London Road when he made his 
breakthrough. 


Widely regarded as the father 
of fibre optics, he was awarded 
the Nobel Prize in physics for 
his work. 

Fibre optics became the foun¬ 
dation of modern global com¬ 
munications and his ground¬ 
breaking research led to Harlow 
becoming known worldwide as 
its birthplace. 

Former colleague Peter 
Selway, who lives in Sawbridge- 


receive Birthday Honours from Queen 


worth, told the Star: “The big 
honour for him was the Nobel 
Prize but the knighthood is the 
icing on the cake.” 

Shanghai-born Sir Charles, 
suffers from Alzheimer’s and 
now lives in California. 

Also honoured by the Queen 
was Stewards School assistant 
head-teacher Marie Erwood, 
who receives an MBE for serv¬ 
ices to education. 


The history teacher has 
taught in Harlow’s secondary 
schools for 35 years, the past 20 
of which have been spent at 
Stewards. 

Headteacher Rhonda Murthar 
said that the school’s outstand¬ 
ing Ofsted ratings for pupil care 
and guidance were due in large 
part to her leadership and dedi¬ 
cation. 

“Marie Erwood is an excep¬ 


tional person,” said Mrs 
Murthar. “No-one could have 
done more to enable thousands 
of young people in our commu¬ 
nity to have the best chance of 
living happy and fulfilling lives 
and to lead them towards 
becoming responsible young 
citizens. 

“I can think of no-one more 
deserving of this exceptional MARIE 
honour.” ERWOOD

PLANS to start a congestion-easing 
park-and-ride service from Harlow 
Stadium to the town centre have been 
given the green light by councillors. 

The scheme, which will use to use the car 
park at the greyhound track off Roydon 
Road, is the first of its kind to be agreed in 
the town. 

Some 150 spaces will be allocated for the 
service, with buses running from Pinnacles 
to Harlow Towm station and then on to the 
town centre. 

Stadium operations director Mick Davis 
said it was hoped the minibus service would 
run every 20 minutes at certain time of the 
morning and evening 

“The idea is that companies around 
Harlow that have got no transport for their

employees will be able to use us,” he said. 

“We are in talks with Essex County Cou¬ 
ncil who are moving staff into a building 
near the station. We’d also like to run a serv¬ 
ice around the perimeter of Harlow.” 

It is currently envisaged that buses would 
travel to and from the stadium from 7.30- 
9.30am and 4.30pm-6pm, avoiding the busy 
race nights on Friday and Saturday. 

The usual race meeting on Wednesday 
will swap to a Sunday before the scheme 
begins so as not to clash. 

Members of Harlow Council’s planning 
committee approved the proposal and also 
granted permission for the use of a former 


clubroom building as an office for a taxi 
firm. 

In a report to the committee, officers said 
it that it would not involve any “noticeable 
difference” in the way the land is utilised. 

It was aslo suggested the service would 
contribute to a reduction in cars heading 
into the town centre, helping to reduce con¬ 
gestion and pressures on the road network 
and promoting more sustainable modes of 
travel. 

Councillors agreed the proposal on con¬ 
dition that spaces were left in the car park 
for the stadium’s day-to-day use and for 
space for buses to turn around.

IT’S birthday time here at the 
Star. On Saturday your 
favourite local newspaper was 
30 years old. 

The very first copy of the 
newspaper appeared on Thursday, 
June 12, 1980. And so to celebrate 
this landmark, Nostalgia is looking 
back at that issue. 

The decision to publish the Star 
was taken in response to a survey 
which showed there was a demand 
in the town for a free weekly 
newspaper. 

It started off with only a few pages 
but over the subsequent -months 
and years steadily grew to become 
the number one source of news and 
information for people living in the 
town. 

The inaugural paper included a

message from editor Mike Daniell 
which read: “Harlow’s new Star has 
now risen and we hope you like the 
results. 

“It is your own FREE weekly 
newspaper. We have tried to bring 
you a bright package of news, 
features and advertisements. We 
hope you will think we have 
succeeded. 

“But the real purpose of the Star is 
to give the community a chance to 
see their news - and views - in 
print So please let us have your 
letters on all subjects. And any 
suggestions to improve the Star. 
“Remember, it’s YOUR newspaper.” 
The first edition splashed with a 


story about long-serving market 
traders who had been suspended by 
Harlow Council for a week over a 
row over a regulation which 
restricted stallholders from 
displaying goods beyond the area of 
the stall. 

The paper also reported that Harlow 
masterplanner Sir Frederick 
Gibberd was back in town to launch 
Harlow Council for Voluntary 
Service’s first playbus and hand out 
balloons to the youngsters. Sir 
Frederick described the bus as 
“absolutely super”.

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Social services 
criticised by 
inquest jury 
over teenager's 
prison suicide 

AN inquest jury has criticised 
Essex Social Services and prison 
authorities after a teenage 
asylum seeker who hanged 
himself in his cell rather than be 
sent back to Darfur. 

Joker Idris, who lived in Harlow, 
was handed his deportation 
documents by a prison officer on 
Christmas Eve 2007. The 
following morning his body was 
discovered suspended by a noose 
made from a ripped bedsheet and 
tied to the window bars. 

The inquest held at Chelmsford 
heard how Mr Idris was picked 
up by Stansted Airport police 
while travelling on a train 
without a ticket in May 2006. He 
claimed he was 15 but was 
assessed as at least 17 by the 
county’s refugee team. 

He was given accommodation, 
first in Westcliff and then 
Southend before being moved to 
an address in Hart Road, 

Harlow, in January 2007. But all 
support ended shortly after his 
18th birthday in March of that 
year. 

Four months later he committed 
a criminal offence for which he 
received a 12-month prison 
sentence. Although Social 
Services were informed about 
his detention he was never 
visited and his legal 
representative was unaware he 
was in prison. 

Mr Idris, a member of a tribe 
which was being persecuted by 
the Sudanese government, had 
applied to stay in the UK after he 
turned 18. But on December 20 
the UK Border Agency notified 
him in jail that his request had 
been turned down because his 
offence and he would be 
deported when his sentence 
ended on January 7, 2008. 

The jury returned a verdict that 
Mr Idris took his own life. But in 
a rider to the verdict they 
highlighted “the failure by 
Chelmsford Prison to have in 
place in December 2007 a 
formal and managed system for 
delivery of deportation 
documents to prisoners and the 
failure by Essex Social Services 
to provide assessed care and 
support to the deceased after his 
18th birthday”. 


Family fear for safety 
of missing pensioner

TWO daughters of a Harlow pen¬ 
sioner who has been missing for 
four weeks have made a personal 
appeal for information about his 
whereabouts. 

Police and the family of 70-year-old 
Peter Schofield, of Brockles Mead, are 
growing increasingly concerned about his 
safety and welfare. 

Speaking at Harlow Police Station on 
Monday, his daughters Jane Mansfield 
and Louise Schofield said they were des¬ 
perate to know he is safe. 

“He is a very well-educated man who 
will socialise with people from all walks 
of life,” said Jane. “He would talk to peo¬ 
ple young and old and he’s got something 
to say on everything.” 

Louise added: “He was known as Peter 
Pan because he thinks he is still 18. 

“He was a social character and very, 
very outgoing and he could have a con¬ 
versation with anyone. 

“We’re hoping that someone has seen 
him and can just let us know where he is 
What’s hard is not knowing. 

“All his friends and family really miss 
him, love him and want to know that he is 
safe.” 

Mr Schofield, a grandfather-of-four, is 
a man of routine and regularly visits 
Ladbrokes in the town centre as well as

Yates’s bar, The Shark pub in Colt Hatch 
and The Phoenix pub in Hart Road. 

Shortly before he went missing he had 
told friends that he might jump off 
Southend pier. 

Police investigating his disappearance 
have made inquiries in both Harlow and 
Southend. Checks on mobile phone and 
bank account records have revealed no 


recent activity. 

Chief Inspector Ben Hodder, district 
commander for Harlow, said: “Peter is not 
in any kind of trouble; we are just con¬ 
cerned for his safety. 

“It is very much out of routine for 
someone as popular as Peter not to be seen 
for four weeks. 

“We’re hoping he has just taken some 


time out and maybe staying with a friend 
in Harlow.” 

Mr Schofield was last seen with some 
food and a sleeping bag outside 
Ladbrokes, near to the Terminus Street 
bus station, at 3.30pm on Thursday, May 
20 . 

He is described as white, 5ft 7ins tall, of 
slight build with short dark brown hair 
and brown eyes. He is usually clean 
shaven and was last seen wearing a pale 
blue flat cap bearing the Tottenham 
Hotspur Football Club logo on and jeans. 

He has tattoos of the words “love” and 
“hate” on his fingers and suits of cards on 
the backs of his hands.

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Israel was entitled 
to board aid ships 

SIR, Barbara Burge and Mary Solomon 
made some unfair and inaccurate 
comments about Israel and also 
attacked Robert Halfon for saying the 
media take a generally one-sided view 
against Israel ( Letters , June 10).

Public will 
help shape 
way ahead 
for council 


HARLOW could be run by a directly 
elected mayor under proposals being 
considered by the town’s Conserva¬ 
tive-led council. 

Members of the newly-formed executive 
committee have recommended the authority 
embark on an extensive consultation exer¬ 
cise on plans to shake-up authority’s deci¬ 
sion-making process. 

If the recommendation is agreed next 
month, residents and local organisations 
will be asked for their opinions on how the 
council should work. 

Options could include the introduction of 
a mayor and cabinet system or a 
Westminster-style leader and cabinet set up 
Alternatively, the could could decide to 
retain the current committee system. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said: 
“Any new arrangements would start from 
next May and are subject to consultation. 
Anyone who wants to will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to have a say.” 

A final decision would have to be made 
by the Secretary of State and this could then 
be followed by a townwide referendum if 
anything other than a leader and cabinet 
system is favoured. 

Meanwhile, councillors have already 
agreed a new structure which it is hoped 
will help to speed up the decision-making 
process. 

Five new policy working groups were 
established, each chaired by a member

appointed from the executive committee. 
They are Simon Carter (resources), Lee 
Dangerfield (housing), Tony Hall (environ¬ 
ment), Joel Charles (community & citizen¬ 
ship) and Russell Perrin (regeneration & 
enterprise). 

The new executive committee will take 
over work previously done by the former 
policy and resources, environment and 
community committees. 

Reports and recommendations from the 
council’s all-party working groups will be 
made by the relevant chairman to the exec¬ 
utive committee. 

Councillor Johnson, who has taken on the 
role as chairman of the executive commit¬ 
tee, said: “The whole of local government 
continues to face many financial and policy 
making challenges. 

“Our decision-making structure has been 
streamlined to meet those challenges and 
we need to ensure the needs of the commu¬ 
nity play a greater role in our decision-mak¬ 
ing. 

“Supporting the committee are the policy 
working groups, which link directly into the 
council’s priorities. 

“The working groups will help develop 
new policies and ensure that performance 
and finances are monitored in key areas of 
the council.”

Red card warning to World Cup yobs

COUNTY ambulance chiefs 
have warned football fans they 
will be shown the red card if they 
physically or verbally abuse 
paramedics during the World 
Cup. 

Last year the East of England 
Ambulance Service staff report¬ 
ed nearly 400 assaults, 110 of 
which involved violence. Half of 
all assaults were drink-related. 

There are fears that staff could 
be in the firing line if trouble 
breaks out during the World 
Cup. 

Neil Storey, associate director 
for emergency operations, said 
that although no-one wanted to 
discourage people enjoying the 
football, the NHS trust would 
not tolerate abuse or violence 
against its staff. 

“We understand that watching 
football matches will generate a 
party atmosphere and also 
heighten people’s emotions, but 


we don’t want any adverse 
behaviour to get the better of 
them and impact on the crews 
when they attend a 999 call.” 

He added: “When you 
respond to a 999 call, the very 
last thing you expect is to be 
repaid with physical or verbal 


abuse. 

“It’s unacceptable for anyone 
to be threatened but particularly 
so when attacks are made on our 
staff, who are there to help save 
lives and give aid to the public. 

“We encourage staff to report 
any abuse and we always pursue 


prosecution in all cases as far as 
possible with the police and 
Crown Prosecution Service.” 

All staff, including call takers, 
are required to undertake a 
dynamic risk assessment for 
each incident, which identifies 
whether police support is neces¬ 
sary. 

Steve Brant, assistant general 
manager for the Harlow area, 
said: “We do not want to deter 
anyone from enjoying the cele¬ 
brations but we would like the 
public to take on board a few 
simple steps to make these times 
as safe and enjoyable as possible. 

“Do not call 999 unless it’s 
absolutely necessary. Pre-book a 
taxi to and from the venue where 
you are watching the games or 
arrange a lift, make sure you eat 
a meal before the games, be 
careful while walking home and, 
most importantly, respect the 
emergency service.” 


Judge lets owner 
keep 'killer 1 dog

A DOG owner taken to court by 
the RSPCA after one of his two 
dogs killed the other in a fight has 
been allowed to keep the surviving 
animal. 

Although Ben Cathorne could have 
been banned from owning dogs, a judge at 
Chelmsford Crown Court said they were 
the only thing he had in life and he did not 
have the heart to take the remaining ani¬ 
mal from him. 

Cathorne (22), of Rushes Mead, Har¬ 
low, was prosecuted by the RSPCA for 
failing to take steps to protect his animals 
from pain and suffering, failing to prevent 
the dogs becoming involved in a fight, 
failing to act to obtain veterinary care and 
causing unnecessary suffering in Nove¬ 
mber of last year. 

The court heard Cathorne had been 
given the two dogs by his late parents. The 
RSPCA started legal action against him 
when he took the body of dog that died as 
a result of the fight to a vet to be cremat¬ 
ed. 

The surviving dog was then removed 
and also found to be suffering injuries 
including 20 puncture wounds. Veterinary 
expert Alison Robson said the injuries 
were consisting with dogs fighting. 

The RSPCA asked the court to impose 
an order preventing Cathorne from being 
allowed to keep the remaining animal. 

However, district judge David Cooper 
said Cathorne had “nothing else in his 
life” and instead imposed a 12-month 
conditional discharge with £250 costs. 

Referring to his decision not to impose 
a ban, he said: “I don’t think I can find it 
in my heart.” 



New start for community kitchen 


A COMMUNITY kitchen 
which closed nearly two 
years ago is back in 
business. 

Quigy’s Kitchen, at 
Rainbow Services in Wych 
Elm, has received sufficient 
funding from The Local 
Food Project and the Big 
Lottery Fund to stay open 
for two years. 

It means that a catering 
supervisor can be employed 
to run the kitchen which is 
staffed by volunteers. 


The kitchen enables people 
who have lost their jobs to 
keep busy while they search 
for a new position.

motion as it went over. 

“We came over to the tree and we 
heard this screaming. A chap was in 
there and he shouted ‘I’m in trouble’. 

“It was a freak accident. It was not 
that windy.” 

Steve White and Chris Reed also 
watched events unfold. Mr White 
said: “We heard the crack and 
watched it go over. It looked like it 
was going to fall on the building. 

“The paramedics were here in a 
matter of minutes to help the men. It 
was a lucky escape for them. 

“They must have been hit by 
branches. If it was the trunk it 
would’ve been game over.” 

Station commander Martin Edey 
told the Star: “When we got there we 
found that one person was being 
walked out with the assistance of the 
ambulance service. 

“The other person was injured but 
not trapped and he was carried out on 
a stretcher. It appears they had been 
hit by a large branch.” 

A spokeswoman for the ambulance 
service said both men, who are 
believed to come from Harlow, suf¬ 
fered minor injuries, one to his head 
and the other to his back. They were 
taken to Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

Firefighters used thermal imaging 



cameras and a search and rescue dog 
to check for any further other casual¬ 
ties. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) the tree

conducting an investigation. 

A spokeswoman for the company

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Court cuts jail term of 
shop boss who stole 


A CAMERA shop manager 
who stole over £26,000 from his 
employers has had the length of 
his prison sentence reduced 
after blaming his criminal 
urges on the pressure of being 
promoted beyond his ability. 

Patrick Dowling Thompson (42) 
stole £26,492 from camera chain 
Jessop while he was a manager 
responsible for the takings of several 
stores in London and Essex. 

Thompson, of Chippingfield, 
Harlow, was jailed for 18 months at 
Southwark Crown Court in February 
after pleading guilty to five charges 
of theft. 

But three judges sitting at the 
Court of Appeal on Thursday cut the 
sentence to 14 months after hearing 
that the pressures of his position were 
to much for him. 

Michael Edmonds, representing 
Thompson, told the judges: “He had 
been put in a position that was 
beyond his capabilities. The weight of 
responsibility was frankly beyond 
him and he had been put in a position 
he was not cut out for.” 

Mr Edmonds also said Thompson 
had developed a shopping addiction 
which he funded through stealing and 
asked that they take that into account 
in mitigation.

He added judge at Thompson’s 
trial may have mistakenly had in 
mind a higher figure for the stolen 
money of £35,000 when he imposed 
sentence. 

Mr Edmonds asked the court to 
quash Thompson's jail term in those 
circumstances and replace it with a 
suspended sentence, freeing him. 

But Mr Justice Foskett, delivering 
the court's decision, refused to 
release Thompson straight away, 
instead cutting the 18-month sen¬ 
tence to 14 months. 

“He would put a day’s takings 
aside and take them home, then alter 
the accounts to cover the thefts,” said 
the judge. “He came to the conclu¬ 
sion that it was easy to steal and he 
had no intention of paying the money 
back. 

“However, he was entitled to be 
sentenced on his admitted criminality 
and, given his timely guilty plea, the 
full one third discount could have 
been expected. 

“Though this represented a gross 
breach of trust, we think that the 
appropriate sentence in the circum¬ 
stance of this case was one of 14 
months and to that extent this appeal 
is allowed.”

MR: Change rules 
to help the poor 


HARLOW MP Robert Hal- 
fon has called for an end to 
“bureaucratic legislation” 
that hampers people in need 
from accessing immediate 
help from charities such as 
Harlow Foodbank. 

Under current rules, staff at 
Jobcentre Plus are not allowed to 
hand out vouchers for foodbank 
schemes 

Harlow Foodbank works with 
churches, schools and care work¬ 
ers to provide three days of emer¬ 
gency food to people in times of 
financial crisis. 

Mr Halfon has tabled an early 
day motion calling on the House 
of Commons to recognise the 
work of foodbanks and has asked 
Work and Pensions Secretary Iain 
Duncan Smith to consider allow¬ 
ing Jobcentre Plus staff to issue 
vouchers. 

He said the rules brought in by 
the previous Government were 
penalising families on benefits 
and on the breadline. 

“This has hit the poorest fami¬ 
lies in Harlow the hardest, espe¬ 
cially those whose benefits or 
incomes are delayed through no

fault of their own,” he said. 

Harlow Foodbank, which is run 
by the Michael Roberts Charitable 
Trust, is based at the Rainbow 
Centre in Wych Elm. It has pro¬ 
vided food for more than 1,100 
people since it was started last 
April. 

All the food is donated by the 
public and is distributed using a 
voucher system through organisa¬ 
tions such as Harlow Welfare 
Rights and the Citizens Advice 
Bureau. 

Gary Knott, Harlow Foodbank’s 
director of community services, 
said: “Generally around 44 per 
cent of referrals come from peo¬ 
ple who have got benefit delays. 

“From our point of view it 
means the Jobcentre has to refer 
the person to one of our providers. 
It just extends the process for what 
are often very vulnerable people. 

“The quicker we can make the 
process the better. If the Jobcentre 
could hand out vouchers then 
within half-an-hour these people 
could have three days worth of 
nutritionally balanced food.”

REVIEW 

When Harry Met Sally 
Harlow Playhouse 

STAGE versions of popular 
Hollywood films are ten-a-penny 
these days, so the bar was set pretty 
high for this star-studded adaptation 
of the hit romantic comedy. 

The ultimate question when it comes to 
shows of this kind is how well it stacks 
up against the film 

In the case of When Harry Met Sally the 
task is tough. The 1989 movie, starring 
Billy Crystal and Meg Ryan, has endured 
remarkably well. This is due in large 
part to Nora Ephron's Oscar-nominated 
screenplay which follows Harry and 
Sally over the course of 12 years as they 
bump into each other, fall out, become 
friends, sleep together and fall out again 
before finally falling in love. 

Despite changing the locations of 
their early encounters (most 
notably the first scene when Harry 
is hired to redecorate Sally’s New 
York apartment - in the film they 
share a drive from university), 

Marcy Kahan’s script has wisely not 
played around too much with 
Ephron’s zippy dialogue. 

The play also inevitably hinges on 
the chemistry between the two 
leads, and in Rupert Hill and Sarah 
Jayne Dunn, pictured right, the 
audience was well served. Their 
journey as they ever-so-slowly 
realised they are meant to be 
together was entirely believable. 

The notorious deli scene in which 
Sally shows Harry how easy it is to 
fake an orgasm, followed by a

Empty shop to get a new 
lease of life as art studio 


WORK has now begun on 
converting empty shop 
premises in Harlow town 
centre into affordable studios 
for local artists. 

Gatehouse Arts, which will 
occupy the site of the former 
Learning Shop in West Gate, 
will feature 16 individual 
studios, a gallery and a 
community space which 
could be used to host 
interactive workshops. 

It is hoped the project will 
breathe new life into the 
neglected northern quarter of 
the town centre and reinforce 
Harlow’s cultural and artistic 
credentials.

“We have already planted 
new trees, installed art work 
in empty shop windows and 
the addition of this gallery and 
studio space will increase the 
vibrancy of the town centre.”

HONESTY is the cornerstone of any 
healthy and long-lasting relationship 
but perhaps it is sometimes wiser to 
keep a secret than to share it with a 
loved one. 

According to a recent survey of 3,000 
women, they will typically share a 
secret within 48 hours of hearing the 
juicy morsel of gossip. 

But if Robert Luketic’s action-packed 
romantic comedy is to be believed - 
and it is an almighty stretch - men are 
capable of hiding everything from their 
nearest and dearest. 

In the case of the film’s charming hero, 
he manages to meet, woo and marry 
the woman of his dreams without 
revealing a vital part of his genetic 


make-up. 

Jen Kornfeldt (Katherine Heigl) doesn’t 
believe that she will ever fall in love 
again after her current boyfriend 
dumps her. Consigned to life as a 
singleton, she reluctantly goes on 
holiday with her overly protective pilot 
father (Tom Selleck) and boozy mother 
(Catherine O’Hara) to the French 
Riviera where she meets handsome 
consultant Spencer Aimes (Ashton 
Kutcher). 

Jen is instantly attracted to his 
washboard stomach and warm smile, 
and the couple enjoys a slightly 
drunken first date. 

Three years later, Jen is married to 
Spencer and happily settled in a close- 
knit community with white picket 
fences and kooky neighbours. But alas, 
Spencer has been keeping a tiny 
secret: he is an international spy and 
assassin who retired from active duty 


but has now been marked for death. 

It is only when Jen is caught in the 
middle of a gunfight that she finally 
realises the full horror of her situation 
as sidekick to a trained killer. 

Killers is an odd mish-mash of genres, 
veering wildly from action to comedy 
and back again, sometimes in a single 
scene. 

Kutcher and Heigl are far better than 
the screenplay, which reduces the 
former to shirtless eye candy and the 
latter to an unadventurous 
homemaker. Their on-screen chemistry 
simmers but never catches fire and is 
extinguished almost entirely by the 
stunt-laden finale. 

Selleck twitches his fine moustache as 
the patriarch with secrets of his own 
while O’Hara is broad comic relief as a 
lush whose idea of hair-of-the-dog is a 
quart jug of extra strong Bloody Mary.

BILL Nighy stars in this British comedy 
caper as Victor Maynard, a meticulous, 
lethally efficient, middle-aged and 
unmarried assassin who still remains 
under the thumb of his domineering 
mother. 

In contrast, Rose (Emily Blunt) is a 
reckless, flamboyant and free-spirited 
thief aiming to pull off the ultimate con. 
After copying a real Rembrandt, she 
hands the fake version to art-loving 
gangster Ferguson (Rupert Everett) 
who, as soon as he realises he’s been 
duped, hires Victor to exact a deadly 
revenge. 

Victor sets out to perform the deadly 
hit in a car park but as he stalks Rose 



he finds himself unable to kill her, 
despite the threat it could bring to his 
family’s reputation. 

Dismayed at Victor’s inability to 


dispose of Rose, Ferguson sends out 
his own bodyguard Tony (Rupert Grint) 
to carry out the job instead - only for 
Victor to be the knight in shining 
armour and protect his intended target 
who is under the mistaken impression 
he is an undercover private investigator. 
When Tony finds himself caught up in 
the commotion and puts himself down 
for an apprenticeship with the contract 
killer, the unlikely trio go on the run 
from Ferguson’s heavies. 

Performances from the cast cannot be 
faulted, with Blunt’s gloriously 
gregarious laughter taking over the 
screen, as does her on-screen rapport 
with Nighy’s buttoned-up hitman. 

Wild Target is a film that will tickle your 
laughter buds and make for an 
enjoyable big-screen outing.

An aesthetically pleasing, greener 
and appealing proposition, the 
Porsche Cayenne is peerless on 
the road. IAIN DOOLEY reports 

P ORSCHE is a company 

familiar with making steady 
progress. Just witness the 
enduring appeal and success of 
its 911. 

However, the analogy does come 
unstuck slightly when the 
conversation turns to Porsche’s 
Cayenne SUV This was one of 
those revolutionary products 
which divided opinion and left 
many questioning whether the 
firm should be in the 4x4 market 
at all. 

Time, and the company’s bottom 
line, has proven that it was. Being 
Porsche’s first attempt, it was 
inevitable that there would be 
room for improvement. 

This third generation car is the 
culmination of many things - a 
steep learning curve, the desire to 
improve the car’s appearance and 
maintain the Cayenne’s position 
as a versatile off-roader and 
sporting car on road. 

Visually, the car is now more 
Porsche-like in appearance. 
Sounds funny, but its streamline 
profile, less aggressive nose and 
wider stance bring it closer in 
line with the 911 and shares more 
visual clues with the wider 
Porsche line-up. 

Not only does the Cayenne now

look more like a conventional 
Porsche, it drives like one too. 
Chalk this up to a 100-odd kilo 
weight loss programme and a 
thorough suspension, 
transmission and steering 
refresh. 

A clever air suspension system 
graces the flagship Turbo model 
and is option on all bar the lead- 
in V6 petrol, diesel and hybrid 
variants. It works exceptionally 
well, affording the car a sense of 
agility more appropriate to a 
premium saloon than a chunky 
SUV 

Options include a clever torque 
vectoring all-wheel drive system 
and the ability to disengage the 
anti-roll bars to further enhance 
the car’s performance on and off¬ 
road. 

And, yes, you did read that right - 


Porsche will now sell you a 
hybrid Cayenne. In keeping with 
the its sister car, Volkswagen’s 
Touareg, the hybrid follows 
Toyota”s Prius and allows 
electric-only running along with 
petrol (in this case a 3.0-litre 
supercharged V6) only and a 
combination of the two power 
sources for that extra overtaking 
surge. 

Apart from keeping the green- 
tinged critics happy, this Cayenne 
S Hybrid demonstrates a 
pleasingly Porsche-like turn of 
speed on road and is capable of 
modest rough terrain running, 
although it does without the 
fancy, high-tech all-wheel drive 
system of its petrol V8 relatives. 
The hybrid’s 193g/km CO 2 rating 
is certainly appealing, as is its 
34.4mpg combined economy 


figure. It’ll keep the Porsche 
faithful happy, though, as it’ll 
sprint to 62mph in a rapid 6.5 
seconds, reinforcing Porsche’s 
assertion that the hybrid offers 
petrol V8 performance plus V6 
levels of economy 
With all this talk of economy and 
CO 2 savings, it’s easy to lose sight 
of the Cayenne’s core appeal. A 
few minutes behind the wheel 
soon puts that right and even 
before turning the key the 
presence of an all-new interior 
modelled on Porsche’s Panamera 
reinforces the German firm’s 
increased focus on cabin quality 
Offering the best of everything, 
the Cayenne Turbo delivers an 
impressive blend of refinement, 
comfort, practicality and, 
unsurprisingly, performance. 

On road it corners flat and can be 


thrown around with considerable 
ease. Granted, the trick 
suspension system proves its 
worth, but it helps to have a 
willing engine, communicative 
steering and good brakes, too. 
Taking a Cayenne on track 
sounds like a recipe for disaster 
but the reality is somewhat 
different. Boasting the agility and 
pace of something much smaller, 
a Cayenne Turbo will surprise 
even a 911 loyalist with its ability 
to change direction, grip and, yes, 
even drift. 

Don’t forget that the Cayenne is 
also a fully-fledged off-roader. 
Even without the trick system 
reserved for the V8 models, the 
diesel and hybrid variants are 
capable of tackling more than 
just a gravel drive. 

The others take things to another 
level and while they may lack the 
previous car’s low-range gearbox, 
the advanced traction and 
stability electronics are more 
than up to the task of challenging 
Land Rover's finest. 

A more rounded, aesthetically 
pleasing, greener and appealing 
proposition, the Cayenne offers 
the best of both worlds for anyone 
seeking Porsche performance and 
everyday practicality 
Peerless on-road in its class in V8 
form and surprisingly capable off 
it, the new hybrid and established 
diesel variants respectively prove 
that economy and performance 
can mix.
